Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
\. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eHgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR M7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finaUty of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3 l-March-2003 has been entered. 

Remarks 

2. In response to communications filed on 3 l-March-2003, claims 1, 10, 14, 17, 20-21, 25- 
26, 31, and 33. Claims 1-10, 12-21, 25-26, 31-36 are presently pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in tlie art to which it 
pertiiins, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-2,4-10, 12-13, 17, 20, 31-36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The newly added limitation of "inside each layer" does not appear to be 
described in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except thai an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
Stiites and was published under Article 21(2) of such treat}^ in the English language. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by "Void Warranty", 
Markos, MaxPc, October 2000, www.maxpc.co.uk, herein referred to as "Void Warranty" 
article. 

As to claim 3, "Void Warranty" article teaches a security enclosure, comprising: an 
electronic assembly; a tamper respondent wrap secured at least partially around the assembly, 
wherein the tamper respondent wrap includes an adhesive inner surface that adheres the wrap to 
the electronic assembly (see the fourth paragraph).

7. The examiner notes that claims 10, 17 and 33 appear to be allowable over the prior art if 
amendments addressing the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph were made.
